St. Petersburg Reports Conflict with Other 


News Received From Seat ,of War. 


CLEVER MANEUVERING APPROVED 


Russian General Claimed To Have Been Victorious by 


the Czar's Special Couriers—Others Give 


Japs a Victory. 


London. June 
• 2U.—Defeated 
in 


three battles among the mountains 
east of Llao. Yang, with his .retreat 
likely to be cut off. General Kuro- 
patkln Is retreating rapidly to the 
north, according to reports "from St. 
Petersburg and the far east. 


This move was ordered by the gen- 


eral staff at St. Petersburg, according 
to a report current In the Russian 
capital, because It was feared tho en- 
tire Manchurian army was rapidly be- 
coming hopelessly 'entangled In the 
meshes of-Japanese strategy. 
. It Is thought extremely 
doubtful 


whether Kuropatkln will he \able to 
retreat beyond Llao Yang without sac- 
rificing great numbers of his men. 
The soldiers under Strackelhorg and 
Sakharoff arc being abandoned 
to 


their fate and must tight tlielr way 
through the Japanese lives converg- 
ing upon them. 


Tho Japanese now holding Motion- 


ling. Fengchoulln and Tallen passes, 
In tho mountains, having ,drlven the 
Russians back, and there 
between them and Liao 
„ 


but a small force of the czar's men. 
The 'losses In these battles have not 
been given. 


Still Retreat 


Shan-Hal-Kwan, June 29.—Victory 


is still with 
the 
Japanese. 
They 


have beaten the Russian army at ev- 
ery point where the conflicting forces 
have come In contact and tho czar's 
veteran troops are In full retreat to 


• the north. 


The movement against General Oku 


has not been successful, except that 
some of the troops of General Staclc- 
elberg have been enable;! to Join tho 
main army.... 


According to "well authenticated 're- 


ports, tho Japanese have reached a 
point within five miles of Ta-Schl- 
Klao. driving the Russians back with 
heavy loss. They also are within a 
few miles of Hal-Cheng and are stead- 
ily advancing on both points. 


The Hank movement executed by 


General Kurokl's right wing on Llao- 
Yang, however. Is the cause of Gen- 
eral Knropatkln's hasty retreat. The 
Japanese, taking advantage of tin- 
withdrawal of the troops for 
tho 


move against Generals Oku and Nod- 
zti. moved forward In force and have 
forced the Russians back from nil tho 
mountain passes to the south and 
east of Llao-Ynng and are now mov- 
ing EO.OOO strong on the Russian bane. 


It Is doubted hero If General Kuro- 


patkln can under the circumstances 
get a sufficient force to Llao-Yang In 
time to prevent Its capture ami the 
cutting off of all the troops to tho 
south. 


In the fighting on tho Lino-Tung 


peninsula the Russian losses 
have 


been very heavy and train loud after 
train load of wounded has boon sent 
back to Mukden and ll'arbln.

THE WHOLE STATE 


How the Situation Looks 
to 
the 


Weather Man in Milwaukee 


This Past Week. 


The weather conditions during the 


week wero mainly ifayorablo, Itoth 
with respect to temperature 
and 


rainfall, and as a result all crops 
made substantial advancement. 
Al- 


though the week was characterized 
by Home sudden and extreme chang- 
es In temperature, tho mean temper- 
ature of the week since tlio opening 
of the season. 
Tho mldlday tem- 


peratures, especially In tho central 
ami southern' counties, ranged gener- 
ally from 80 degrees to UO degrees, 
while the nights were comparatively 
warm, with tho temperature general- 
ly between <!0 and 70 degrees. 
The 


latter jiart of tho week was somur 
what cooler, hut-not sufllclently cool 
to check the groth of vegetation. 


While no general rain occurred dur- 


ing tho week showers and thunder- 
HtorniB were frequent in'all parts of 
the state, so that there are few local- 
ities where no rain fell. In some sec- 
tions sovoro local -storms occurred, 
accompanied with excessive precipi- 
tation, causing considerable damugv 
by washing. . A storm of. this typo 
passed over Milwaukee ami the east- 
ern portion of Waukesha 
counties 


Friday afternoon. 
At Milwaukee tlio 


rainfall amounted to 2.f,4 Inches. 2 in- 
ches of which fell within an hour. In 
those localities where no rain occur- 
red during tho week cropu are making 
no progress, and unless the drought 
Is speedily broken tho yield will bo 
light. 


Winter Wheat and Rye 


These crops aro maturing rapidly. 


In tho southern counties wheat Is 
beginning to ripen and will bo' ready 
to cut In a week or ten <lay». 
The 


heads of both wheat and rye appear 
to bo well filled and a good yield Is 
anticipated. 


/ 
Corn 


Tlie warm weather, especially 
at 


night, has been favorable' to 
corn, 


which has tirade very substantial ad- 
vancement. -It. Is generally very un- 
even, owing to tho unusual amount 
of replanting made necessary 
by 


poor seed, anil somewhat backward, 
hut the plants are strong and heal- 
thy, 
tho fields free from wee.ls, and 


with favorable weather the crop win 
come forward rapidly. 


Spring Grains 


All spring grains have made rapid 


advancement during the week except 
In a few localities where there was 
a lack of moisture. The dry weath- 
er for tlio past few weeks caused 
barley In some sections to head out 
with short straw. Oats, spring wheat 
and rye aro generally thrifty and 
promising. 
• 


Meadows, and Pastures 


Although tho drought has generally 


been broken, meadows and pastures 
have probably suffered more from the 
dry weather than any other crops. 
Old meadows are very'thin and will 
yield a light crop. 
Pastures have

A very 
useful precaution Is a pad of cotton

SLOGOM HORROR 


BLAME IS FIXED 


DECLARE MATE IS A COWARD 


United State* Inspector .Is Scored and 


Held to the Grand Jury for Negli- 
gence In Performing His Duty—Cap 
tain Is Criminally Responsible. 


New York, June. 29.—As a result of 


the finding of the coroner's Jury In 
the Slocum horror Inquest warrants 
have been Issued for the arrest of the 
directors and other ufllclals of thu 
Knickerbocker Steamboat company, 
owners of the General Slocum, chars- 
Ing them with criminal responsibility 
for .the deaths of the 1,000 or more 
men, women and children who perish- 
ed In the recent frightful 
disaster. 


Manslaughter Is the charge they will 
have to face. 
> 


The directors of the company ars: 


Frank A. liarnaby, president; Charles 
E. Hill, vlco president; Jaracd K. At- 
kinson, fcccretary, and C. DoLacey 
Evans, Robert K. Story, Floyd

Corbln and Frank G. Dexter. 


In addition to Jhese, warrants will 


probably bo Issued for Captain W. H. 
Van Schftlck, master of the burned 
vessel, and Captain John A. Pease of 
the Grand Republic, commodore of the 
Knickerbocker company. 


Inspector Henry Lundbcrg and Mate 


Edward Flannagan, both scored by the 
Jury, have been arrested and held In 
11,000 bonds each. 


Directors Violate Law. 


The Jury found '. that the directors 


and other officers of the Knickerbock- 
er company were guilty of gross neg- 
ligence and. violation of law In the 
matter of the equipment and manning 
of the vessel, and held that the Im- 
mense loss of life was due to this neg- 
ligence, and Ignoring of provisions' of 
the law relative to safeguards In such 
an emergency. 


Captain Van Schalck and Captain 


Pease were also held criminally- re- 
sponsible by the Jury for the condition 
of the boat's fire-fighting and life- 
saving equipment. 


Mate Flannagan of the Slocum, ac- 


cording to the Jury, acted In a cow* 
ardly manner, and the misconduct of 
Steamboat Inspector Lundbcrg, It was 
recommended, should be brought to 
the attention of the Federal authori- 
ties. 


The case was submitted to the Jury 


at 4: CO and the verdict was reached
